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WILL LEAVE ARMY 


Officer Who Was Slated 
to Succeed Pershing Will 
Become President of the 
Radio Corporation. 


Washington, November 18.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Retirement 
from the army of Major General 
James G. Harbord, deputy chief of 
staff, and- one of the outstanding 
American military leaders in the 
world war, to accept the presidency « 
of the Radio Corporation of America, 
was announced today by Secretary 
Weeks. He will be succeeded in 
Washington by Major General John 
L. Hines, now commanding the eighth 
corps area. 

General Harbord’s retirement be- 
comes effective December 29 and he 
will take up his new duties January 

He had been selected to succeed 
General Pershing as chief of, staff on 
the latter’s retirement, and Secretary 
Weeks said in his formal announce- 
ment that the loss to the active forces 
of the army through General Har- 
berd’s separation from the service 
“eannot be adequately ‘expressed.” 

“We have not had in our military 
service, or in our government service, 
in any capacity, a man of higher qual- 
ities or one who has inspired in others 
a greater degree of confidence,” said 
the war secretary. “The business 
he will enter is in its infancy and 
it will offer full scope for his abili- 
ties. That he will prove himself a 
great leader in industrial and com- 
mercial affairs seems as certain to 
me as his great leadership in military 
activities. I have an acute sense of 
personal loss in- his going. . His 
ability and loyalty have been of vital 
importance to me in administering the 
affairs of the war department.” 
_In his letter to Secretary Weeks 
applying for retirement, Geiieral Har- 
bord pointed out that he had been on 
active service for 33 years, “having 
enlisted on January 10, 1889, with 
continuous service’ since enlistment, 
over 16 years of such seryice being 
abroad.” |

General Harbord’s letter said, “I have

Cattle and Hog Industry Impor- 


tant in Georgia, But Closer Study 
and Co-operation Is Needed 


Among a great number of letters the L. W. Rog- 
ers Company is receiving from all parts of the state 
commending us for the work we are trying to do in 
arousing Georgians to their possibilities in these 
series of advertisements, comes one from Governor- 
elect Clifford Walker. In it he asks us a question 
that, while we are not in position to go fully into 
detail in its discussion, is worth very serious consid- 
eration. 


The idea advanced by the Governor-elect is one 
that we have continually called attention to, and in 
one instance, at least—that of milk—we have done 
much to remedy the situation. 


Mr. Walker, after commending us for the articles 
as a whole, and requesting that we “keep up the 
good lick,” asks: 

“How about a series of articles showing up 
the small prices given to the producer and the 
large prices paid by the consumer? In other 
words, I am told that cattle on the hoof sells 
around two cents a pound, while steak retails at 
35 or 40 cents a pound. ‘Look into this phase at 
your leisure. We certainly need information and 
a healthy public sentiment on business conditions 
—particularly where the farmer is interested.” 

The great trouble, as we have tried to show in 
other bulletins, and as the incoming Governor indi- 
cates, is that there is too much waste—too much 
lapse—between the producer and the ultimate con- 
sumer. This is the natural consequence of a lack 
of co-operation between producers in given com- 
munitics or sections. This, however, may not apply 
to beef cattle and other live stock so much as it 
apziies to scme other products of Georgia. 


It is because, too, of a LACK of QUALITY in 
many products—and this refers to cattle and hogs 
just as much as it applies to fruits, grain and vege- 
tation. 


And it is, doubtless, more or less this latter cause 
that brings about the situation noted in Mr. Walker’s 
letter. For we find on pretty authoritative informa- 
tion that cattle which brings only about two cents 
per pound on hoof is hardly the cattle from which 
40-cent steaks are cut. 


Georgia, we find, is not paying as close attention 
to beef cattle raising as she ought. Only in just a 
few instances are there any individuals or concerns 
trying to produce in any considerable quantity beef 
cattle in Georgia. Those that are doing so are. doing 
it well, and are producing just as good beef as can 
be produced anywhere—which shows that it can 
be done in Georgia. 


But statistics would probably show less of this 
food commodity, as a whole, offered now than was 
available a few years ago. This is dué, no doubt, to 
the fact that, beef cattle raising—even though quite 
profitable in the end—is a somewhat long drawn- 
out and rather expensive business in the beginning. 
It takes quite a few years to get a good start in this 
line. It requirés“a good number of cattle to begin 
with, or a wait of three to five years before enough 
volume is secured to enjoy good profits. Then, 
again, it takes considerable pasturage, and it takes 
considerable feed of the right sort for fattening 
catile. 

We say this, not in criticism of Georgia, but to 
show a situation as we believe it exists here. How- 
ever, it could—and SHOULD—be improved; good 
Georgia beef caitle can find a ready market near at 
hand, and certainly it is profitable when once es- 
tablished. 


That brings us back to the two-cent cattle Mr. 
Walker speaks of. Georgia cattle at such a price— 
and there is considerable of it sold, no doubt, for 
that—is used: largely for canning or where ground 
meat is desired. Certainly but little of it—if any 
at all—can be said to be offered as choice meats 
at 35 to 45 cents per pound. 


GOOD beef cattle—the best in Georgia and a 
great deal that comes into Georgia from other 
states to be slaughtered, for this state isn’t offering 
near enough of this kind—brings on the hoof from 
6 to 9 cents—some as much as 11 cents—and bear 
in mind that only about 50 per cent of the weight of 
the cattle is salable as meat, so when 11 cents is 
paid it really means, after all, that 22 cents is paid 
for the meat that goes on the table. 


In explanation, too, of the situation Mr. Walker 
speaks of, it must be remembered that only about 
16 per cent of a beef carcass represents the higher- 
priced meats—that is the loin or porterhouse steaks 
at 40 to 45 cents—such as Mr. Walker, of course, 
has on his table. 


So, when GOOD cattle are purchased for slaugh- 
tering, consumers must bear this in mind: There’s 
first the expense of 6 to 8 cents per pound on hoof. 
Then comes shipping and loss of weight in shipping. 
To this freight must be added. Then comes the 
labor and overhead expense of the slaughtering and 
packing houses.. To their profit must be added, of 
course, the retail market man’s profit. When the 
beef is ready for slicing for the consumer, here is 
about the average percentage of the kinds of meat 
and the price it brings:

A few by-products and the hide, of course, add a 
small additional revenue for the packing house. 


_ So, after all, and in fairness to all, we simply add 
it is hardly possible that the higher-priced meats 


‘come from the lower-priced cattle, and the percent- 


ages of choice meats must always be taken into con- 
sideration when trying to figure profits on slaugh- 
tered cattle. 
_ Georgians, as we stated above, while not produc- 
ing a great quantity of beef cattle, are improving on 
the grade they are especially raising for market use. 
And, after all, it goes back to the question of 
raising BETTER products and grading products 
more carefully. This could be done with beef cattle 
in Georgia just as well as anywhere. And then 
naturally follows, if best profitable results are to be 
obtained, co-operation in raising or growing prod- 
ucts and in a system of marketing, so that attractive 
volume can be offered. 


This community of interest—this getting together 


_of producers of all manner of food products—was 


stressed in our bulletin just a few days ago. 


And in a discussion of beef cattle naturally arises 
the question of hog raising in Georgia. In this mat- 
ter we are glad to say this state is making splendid 
progress. 

But there are two or three things yet that 
Georgians must overcome to produce hog meat that 
measures up to EVERY requirement of HIGHEST 
QUALITY PRODUCTS. One of these is in the 
feeding. ? 

Hogs that are raised and fattened for the market 
entirely upon liquids, peanuts, and the like, cannot 
be made into the firm, solid meat that corn-fattened 
hogs produce. Neither does the lard from such 
hogs stand the test of summer’s heat as does the 
lard from hogs fattened on grain. The flavor of 
the meat itself may be just as good—just as sweet— 
but neither the meat nor the lard “stands up” in all 
seasons as does these products when produced from 
hogs fattened on grain. 


Georgians are learning this, we believe, and in 
the course of time ALL of Georgia’s hogs slaugh- 
tered for market will be fattened correctly, instead 
of only a part, as now. 


Another thing is the curing of Georgia hams. 
And we are not referring now to the hams cured in 
large packing houses, but more particularly to the 
hams cured by the producer, many of which are 
offered on the markets of this and other states. 


There is nothing sweeter or better—no meats 
with a finer flavor—than a correctly cured Georgia 
ham. And it is just as important to trim it properly, 
too. Let us repeat just here a part of a letter we 
received a few days ago from a leading banker in 
South Georgia. It emphasizes what we are saying, 
and it illustrates, too, the trouble he has had in try- 
ing to use Georgia products. He said: 

“I have been reading with a great deal of in- 
terest your bulletins published as advertisements 
in The Atlanta Constitution, I believe the best 
service the press of Georgia could give their read- 
ers would be the publication of these ‘Talks.’ | 
hope you will have them published in book form, 
or hope the other papers will publish them, so 
that every man in the state may read them. 

“Your talks with reference to the prepara- 
tion of our products for market is along the line 
that I have ‘preached’ for several years in my lim- 
ited way, and 1 consider it a very important les- 
son for our people to learn at this time. This is one 
of the best hog-raising sections in Georgia. I have 
a neighbor with more than twenty hams from last 
season hanging in his smokehouse. I bought one 
of them some time ago, and when | had trimmed 
off the flabby, yellow, ‘uneatable’ edges, a fourth 
of it was in the ‘uneatable.’ I had much rather 
have a properly trimmed and cured country ham, 
but am now using Morris’ and Armour’s, simply 
because the country ham is handled without any 
care as to appearance and goodness. 

“I feel that great progress along this line has 
been made in Georgia for the past few years, but 
we are just beginning, and I hope to see greater 
improvement within the next few years.”

These certificates will bear no fixed 
rute of mterest but the money re 
ceived from their sale will be invested 
in the railroad itself or in other enrer- 
prises, as the management may de- 
cide, and at the end of each year pn 
amount ranging up to a limit of 25 
per cent of the railroad’s net earnings 
will be distributed to the employees 
hciding investment certificates. 

No guarantee will be given the em- 
ployees of any definite interest re- 
turn, the application said. nor will 
the comnany necessarily devote the 
entire 25 per cent of net earnings 
suggested as appliable to the certif- 
icates, in any one year. The em- 
ployee. howeyer, will be retufmed 
his full investment upon demand, and 
30-day notice at any time.

Resigned as Bank Director

Search was begun in Atlanta and 
cther Georgia cities Saturday for J 
C. Todd, of Hogansville, large land 
owner, former chairman. of the board 
of county commissioners of Troup 
county and former director of the 
Bank of Hogansville, who disappeared 
from his home mysteriously last Fri- 
day. Before leaving Mr. Todd set- 
tled up all his financial indebtedness 
in the community and resigned as 
county commissioner and director of 
his bank. 

Regarding his disappearance, A. F. 
Todd, his brother, of 70 Hartford 
avenue, Atlanta, said Saturday 
night : 

“He drove from his home in Ho- 
gansville to his farm in Meriwether 
county in his car. He left his car 
with a-tenant and a note saying he 
was going to visit a son in Jackson- 
ville, Fla. He walked to Primrose, 
a station about four miles distant on 
the Central of Georgia railway. He 
bought a ticket tv Newnan. It is 
thought at Newnan that he purchased 
a ticket to Atlanta. A wire from 
his son in Jacksonville said he has not 
shown up there. 

“My brother severed his connection 
with the Bank of Hogansville as di- 
rector, also with the board of county 
commissioners as its chairman, and 
settled up all his indebtedness in the 
community. His family relations are 
more than pleasant. He was in fine 
condition financially, owning more 
than 1.000 acres of farm land be- 
sides the home in the city, and took 
with him several hundred dollars in 
eash. We do not suspect foul play 
but we think he is very likely de- 
mented from brooding over the loss 
of a son in the armv in France. 

‘When last seen he wore a dark 
suit with pin stripe, black Stetson 
slouch hat. carried a brown overcoat 
over hisarm. He weighs 190 pounds 
and is six feet tall, has dark com- 
rlexion with black heir and mustache 
sprinkled with gray.”

The reason given for his action 
was a difference in opinion over edi- 
torial policy between Mr. Loyless 
and Julian Harris, who, together, 
obtained control of The Enquirer- 
Sun more than a year ago, Mr. Loy-. 
less serving as president and editor, 
while Mr. Harris acted as general 
manager of the publication. * 

Mr. Harris was cited to appear be- 
fore Judge Munro, of Chattahoochee 
today for contempt 
because of an editorial appearing in 
this morning’s issue of The Enquirer- 
Sun. He was released, however, aft- 
er a lecture that lasted more than an 
hour. 

The citation and order for the ap- 
pearance of Mr. Harris stated that

scandalous, and has for its purpose 
bringing the superior court of the 
Chattahoochee circuit into disrepute 
and of villifying and defaming the 
character of fNe occupant of the 
bench of this court.”

Alvarez del Castillo, president of 
the cooperatista party which is domi- 
nant in the lower house, declared that 
a vote of thanks was due the United 
States “for uniting all parties in 
Mexico against this aggression on 
the part of the United States.”

“Clever Political Move.” 


In some quarters the publication 
of the communications is considered 
a clever political move to unite all 
factions ip congress at a moment 
when the provisions of article 27 of 
the Mexican constitution, which deals 
with the appropriation of private 
property, are to be discussed. 

In the same quarters it was said 
that the text of the communication 
did not reveal any intention on the 
part of the United States govern:

Breaks Records 


In Laying Track 


Downtown Peachtree Open 
to Traffic After Three 
Days’ Work. 


In the record working time of three 
nights, the-Geofgia Railway and Pow- 
er company completed new track and 
paving on a %-foot strip of Peachtree 
street between. Auburn avenue and 
Walton street Saturday morning. The 
newest type of granite pavement was 
laid. 

It was necessary to install new 
rails, ties, frogs and switches. The 
company, in a desire to inconveniece 
the public as little as possible, put 
75 men to work at 6:30 o'clock Mon- 
day morning. The excavation work 
was complete by night, during which 
time the workmen had to step aside 
for 1,000 southbound street cars. 

By Tuesday morning the street cars 
were running oh new rails. Tuesday 
night the track was resurfaced and 
the concrete foundation for the pave- 
ment installed. Rain prevented any 
work Wednesday night. The pave- 
ment was laid Thursday and Thurs- 
day night, the street cleared Friday 
night and reopened from curb te curb 
before business hours Saturday morn- 
ing. The company completed fhe work 
a day sooner than it was thought pos- 
sible. 

The record time was made by using 
the latest equipment for street rail- 
way work, including a derrick car for 
heavy rails, a differential dump car 
for stone, an oxy-acetylene flame for 
cutting rails, and electrically driven 
welding machines and drills.

Or take it the other way—perhaps 
she is on the street, or in a movie.

Preservation of the cotton crop by 
“dusting” the bolls and stalks with 
calcium arsenate in order to exter- 
minate the boll weevil, is the only 
sure method of eliminating the pesti- 
lence, according to Ira W, Williams, 
general field agent of the state board 
of entomology in an interview Sat- 
urday. 

By observing this precaution and 
applying the calcium arserfate on the 
cétton plants during the months of 
July and August, when the migrat- 
ing period of the weevil is at its 
height, Mr. Williams asserted, a hun- 
dred per cent crop of cottcn can be 
raised in spite of the weevil. 

“The ‘people of Georgia,” declared 
Mr. Williams, “are thoroughly con- 
vinced that a hundred per cent of a 
cotton crop can be made in spite of 
the boll weevil up to the migrating | 
period of the weevil, which takes 
place the last.of July in some sec- 
tions and during the month of Au- 
gust. We hope to work out a meth- 
od of control after migration sets in. 
The best possible control would be 
for every man to dust with calcium 
arsenate as directed by the Georgia 
state board of entomology. Then the 
weevils would not be numerous 
enough in any man’s field for migra- 
tion to be injurious, should any take 
plaee.

Mohammed’s departure on the Brit- 
ish dreadnavght Malaya in the face 
of threatened trial for treason by the 
Angora government was compared by 
Rafet Pasha to the flight of Damad 
Ferid Pasha, former grand visier, and 
the other “members of the opposition 
who by their acts were compromiged 
in the eyes of the whole Turkish na- 
tion.” 

Rafet spent several hours following 
the escape in telephoning Angora for 
taking precautions

personages wanted by the nationalists. 

The sultan left his palace by the 
back door, known as the Malla gate,

National Guard Officer, Kill-

The estate of Lieutenant HI. M. 
Butler, Georgia national guard of- 
ficer, who lost his life in the recent 
automobile wreck -m which Adjutant- 
General J. Van Holt Nash was also 
killed, received Saturday from The 
Constitution $1,000 in settlement of 
death claim under the Travel and 
Pedestrian Accident policy, which he 
carried with The Constitution.

local dealers from a wire received by 
John T. Boifeuillet, fuel administra- 
tor for Georgia, from C. E. Spens. 

A conference between coal dealers 
in Kentucky and Tennessee and the 
federal fuel distributor has been ar- 
ranged for the first of next week, ac- 
cording to the wire by Mr.. Boifeu- 
iliet, at which lower maximum prices 
on coal at the mines will be fixed, it 
is understood. 

Coal dealers in Atlanta, according 
to reports to Distributor Boifeuillet, 
are forced to pay $7.50 per ton, f. 
o. b., at the mines in Kentucky and 
Tennessee, while other sections of the 
country are said to enjoy a more fav- 
ored price of $4.25 and $4.50 per 
ton maximunr. 

Since the Tennessee and Kentucky 
mines are the principal source of 
supply for domestic coal for Georgia, 
Mr. Boiféuillet, when informed of the 
nailered discriminations made to other 
sections in the price of coal, imme- 
diately wired Distributor Spens, and 
the telegram received, Saturday was 
in reply to this ecommnnication.

We have done some 
work with sea island along this line, 
and there has been some improve- 
ment on other varieties by different 
farmers.’ The next most important 
thing is that the farmer have as early 
maturing cotton as possible so that 
he can get his cotton matured before 
the migratiom period. Then”plant as 
early as possible and cultivate rap- 
idly. 

Special Type Cotton. 

“In the wilt infested areas of the 
state a farmer should grow wilt re- 
sistant cotton, as he ean not hope to 
produce a maximum crop without a 
good stand of cotton, and he can not 
have a good stand of cotton when a 
large part of it dies with the wilt, 
and for that area of the state the 
board has developed some wilt resis- 
tant strains of cotton, both long and 
short staple, that are equally produe- 
tive as any other varieties. Some of 
these are Council-Toole, Lewis 63.

Detroit, November 18.—Arraign- 
ment in traffie court for speeding, 
frequently regarded as something of a 
joke, -has suddenly taken on a deeper 
and more ghastly significance here 
in the light of the drastic steps taken 
by Judge Charles L. Bartlett to curb 
the speeding pracfice. 

Judge Bartlett. caused a nation- 
wide sensation. Wednesday when he 
led 70 speeders through a hospital 
ward to show them dozens of little 
children maimed for life by other au- 
temobilists 

But the speeders arraigned next 
Wednesday will face an even more ter- 
rifying ordeal, for Judge Bartlett 
has now announced he will take them 
tou the county morgue and there make 
them gaze on the corpses of persons 
killed by automobiles. After that 
they will be sent to jail to reflect upon 
the things they saw in the morgue. 

“When a man speeds in an auto- 
mobile, he has murder in his heart,” 
the judge d ed. “Next Wednes- 
(diay when another heavy list of speed 
violators is scheduled to come before 
me, they shall see the grim-tragedy 
of their folly.” 

While Judge Bartlett favors uni- 
versal application of this system to 
eliminate the speeding menace, he 
believes that the least judges in other 
large cities can do is to stop fining 
speedsters and send them to jail. 

“Worse Than Murder.” 

“The recent grave increase in acci- 
dents to children and _ pedestrians 
throughout the country due to speed- 
ing and reckless driving of motorists 
is a matter that no traffic judge in 
America should overlook,” he de- 
clared. 

“No American judge should be al- 
lowed to remain on the bench who is 
not exerting himself to the limit of 
his ability to stamp out this growing 
menace. It is even worse than mur- 
der because it is an unaggravated 
crime. 

“T have been told that there exist 
judges who, in actual fear of men 
of wealth and political influence. are 
nllowing these =: maimers, these 
murderers, to actually escape with a 
«mall fine, but I can scarcely believe 
this of any fellow jurist. I most 
heartily recommend that every traffic 
judge in America to follow my plan 
of imprisoning traffic violators with- 
out option of a fine and in attack- 
ing them through their conscience by 
taking them through local hospital 
wards where children maimed because 
of recklessness must spend the rest 
of their lives in misery.” 

Pitiful Sight. 


Any hearts untouched among the 
70 speeders conducted through the 
ward of pitiful little cripples by Judge 
Bartlett must have been hard, indeed. 
'Yhe children at first were pleased 
and interested to see them come in 
and the brass buttons of unif6érms 
of a police guard helped awaken their 
interest, but the speeders winced. 

“An automobile fixed me,” one lit- 
tle boy explained before he learned 
who the visitors were. 

“Me, too,” said another little girl. 

Before marching to jail to serve 
their terms the speeders promised 
Judge Bartlett thejr offense never 
would be repeated. 

The corpses in the county morgue 
will be an even stronger object lesson, 
the court believes.

“It must put the development of the 
Muscle Shoals project in the hands of 
Henry Ford. 

“It must make undisturbed sur- 
pluses and, stock divisions pay their 
share toward the maintenance of gov- 
exnment. 

“It must pass ae constitutional 
ame ndment prohibiting tax exempt se- 
curities.”’ 

Other items on Senator Capper’s 
program Were passage of the “truth 
in, fabries’” and Voight “filled milk” 
bills, further reductions in govern- 
ment expenses and taxes and steps to 
promote European recovery and re- 
establishment of foreign markets.

Ready for Fight 


All Indications at This Time 
Point to a Deluge of 
Amendments. 


Washington, November 18.—Friends 
and foes of the administration ship 
subsidy bill went to work today in 


active preparation for the fight over 
the measure which will begin next 
-hursday in the house, 

While there were indication of a 
deluge of amendments, opponents said 
they would not agree on a definite 
policy of attack until they had oppor 
tunity*for informal conferences. Mean- 
while, republican members of the mer- 
chant marine committee, which framed 
the bill, “announced they would go 
ahead with the fight, believing enough 
votes were assured to put it through 
without important changes. 

Democratic leaders, counting on al- 
most solid party opposition to the 
measure, declared they would be join- 
ed in the attack by many republicans, 
particularly from. middle west. Most 
interest, aside from elaims and coun- 
ter claims as to the final fate of the 
bill, centered in amendments which 
might get through under a broad rule 
opening it for any changes the house 
might see fit to make. 

Doubt Of Passage. 

Some republican leaders express a 
belief that a proposal to revive the 
excess profits tax as the means for 
providing a subsidy for:ships would 
not stand up. They insisted it would 
be thrown out on a point of order as 
not germane. Regardless of this view, 
members eager to get the old law re- 
enacted declared the question would 
be put to a test. 

Under the bill as drawn the subsidy 
would be provided out of a revolving 
fund obtained chiefly from a 10 per 
eent take-off from all revenue receipts. 
This, according to estimates, wouk 
reach about $35,000,000 or $40,000,000 
a vear. At the time of its repeal the 
excess profits tax yielded more than 
$414).000,000.

rather the contrary. But the French 
in the Near East are not in the least 
concerned with the application of the 
political terms of the treaty of Sevres. 
They have supported the Turk precise- 
ly as the British in the west have 
supported the German. 

The result, moreover, has been the 
same. It is the Turk who constitutes 
for the British Empire a peril almost 
as great as that the German has for 
the French. Millions of British sub- 
jects in India are Moslema All 
British interests and possessions from 
Cairo to Calcutta are jeopardized if 
the Turk, as a Mohammedan, fights 
the British. There is hardly any limit 
to the danger. 


Turk Was Down 
But Not Out. 


Now at the close of the world war, 
when he signed the Armistice of Mu- 
dros, the Turk was down and out. He 
was even flatter than the German, 
when the latter agreed to the condi- 
tions of Rethondes. It seemed then 
that after six centuries his Europegn 
career was at last terminated. His 
European and Asiatic lands were to 
be partitioned, the Christian minori- 
ties were to be liberated and placed 
under European control. Even Turk- 
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toh hold in Islam was apparently at 
an end for the Arab had risen and 
joined the Birtish enemy in’the cap- 
ture of Jerusalem and Damascus. 


It only required unity among the 
conquerors to complete the destruc- 
tion of ghe Ottoman empire and the 
relegation of the Turk to the position 
of one the minor tribes in the in- 
terior of Asia Minor. But the unity 
was impossible. Feeling themselves 
deserted on the Rhine, the French 
— an independent policy on the 
Euphrates. Believing that British 
policy encouraged the German to re- 
sist France, French policy gave a 
hand to the Kemalists in Angora. 

So we come to the situation which 
must be unravelled in Lausanne. 
The renasence of the Turk is com- 
plete. He threatens not Europe di- 
rectly, but Europe in Asia and even 
in Africa. If France and Great :Brit- 
ain undertake to oppose his demands 
either in Europe or in Asia, then the 
result will be the employment of the 
victorious Turkish army against Syria 
and Mesopotamia. As for their na- 
tive troops, most of the best are un- 
available for they are Moslems. 


Feeling herself deserted on the 
Rhine France has abandoned Britain 
in the Near East, thus we see that 
the two most important links in the 
chain of the Paris conference treaties 
fall together, the treaty of Versailles 
has hecome in considerable part a 
dead letter, the treaty of Sevres has 
been abolished. The two-great al- 
lies, failing to agree have adopted di- 
vergent cogsent and Turkey has escap- 
ed from Britain with French assist- 
ance. | 

Now we come to the question,‘ will 
the British in return for French sup- 
port in the East agree to support 
France on the Rhine, to back French 
demands f6r reparation and consent 
to French occupation of German ter- 
ritory, even of the Ruhr, if repara- 
tions are not forthcoming? If they 
will, if Bonar Law will say yes where 
Lloyd George said no, then it is not 
to be questioned that French sup- 
port will be forthcoming for the Brit- 
ist. in the straits and about Constan- 
tinople. 

Yet what must be clearly perceived 
is that we are no more in 1919. It 
will not avail much if the British and 
French merely agree in principle to 
the respective policies of the two 
ccuntries. The fact is that what 
might have been done easily in 1919 
can be done only with difficulty, if 
at all, in 1922. Germany cannot 
now pay, even if she would, that is 
ray enough to save France from fiscal 
bankruptcy due to the expenditures 
for reconstruction of the devastated 
area, while only a long and expensive 
Anglo-Turkish war could bring the

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Turk to the position he occupied in| 


very doubtful whether actual German 
collapse can be prevented and at least 
problematical whether ‘the French 
franc will not follow the German 
mark into the obscurity of ciphers in- 
numerable, In the judgment of mary 
if not most cool observers, Germany, 
France and Italy are now bound to 
go through bankruptcy. 

But one thing is clear, if at Lau- 
sanne and at Brvssels, if on the 
Rhine and at the Dardanelles, French 
and British policy cannot be merged, 
if the national interests cannot be 
reconciled, then we are in for the 
deluge. The brutal truth is that the 
whole European situation is disinte- 
grating very rapidly. That was the 
fact I found unmistakably disclosed 
everywhere when I was in Europe 
last spring. That is the fact testi- 
fied to by practically every one of the 
European diplomats who are now re- 
turning to Washington, after their 
summer leaves of absence. 

The element of hope, they agree, 
has gone out of the situation alike 
in Germany and in France. Economic 
and fiscal collapse from the Straits 
of Dover to the point where westeth 
institutions meet Bolshevist anarchy 
is within plain sight and at present, 
indeed for many, many months, it is 
toward such a collapse that things 
have been drifting with  ever-in- 
creasing rapidity. 

As I have written before, the fall 
of Lloyd George and _ the coming 
of Bonar Law, make possible an 
Anglo-French frierdship which on 
the French side was no longer pos- 
sible while Lloyd George remained. 
My friend, Andre Tardieu, is telling 
his American readers that a change 
of cabinet is at hand and that Poin- 
care 1s to go because he refuses now 
to extend a hand to Britain and to 
disclose France as eager to renew old 
associations. That is possible, and

very likely Tardieu will be Poincare’s 
successor. 


Fundamental Facts 
Are Not Changed. 


Yet the fundamental facts have not 
changed. France is ready to back 
Britain in the Near East and the 
British need of French aid is desper- 
ate, but no Frenchman, not Poincare, 
nor Tardieu, can bind France to sup- 
port Britain unless British pledges 
of support on the Rhine are uncondi- 
tional. Will the British give such 
pledges before Lausanne? Before 
Brussels? If they do, then we shall 
be compromised beyond anything in 
modern history. ! 

Neither at Lausanne nor at Brussels 
wilf American observers have any real 
importance nor the interests of Ameri- 
ca receive any conceivable attention, 
for the simple reason that for Europe 
the situation hag become one of life 
and death while for the United States 
it remains academic. The only rights 
that are left in Europe today are 
those for which men and nations are 
willing to fight, and we are sot pre- 
pared to fight for anything. 

For nearly four years the British 
have essayed to play an independent 
role, convinced that in the end we 
would support them in Germany and 
elsewhere, But the independent role 
has led to a Lausanne. The new 
ministry knows that it cannot expect 
a man or a ship or, for that matter, an 
American dollar, to help it in its ex- 
treme peril. Therefore it must make 
terms, with the Turk or with the 
Frenchman, probably with both. Our 
foreign policy under Mr. Hughes does 
not go beyond filing a demurrer from 
time to time, or an appeal to moral 
precepts, but the situation is neither 
legal nor moral, it is physical. The 


jo sole consideration in the present 
our. 


As for our claims and our rights, it 
is for us to collect our debts and en- 
force our rights. If we desire to 
‘maintain capitulations with respect of 
the Turk, then we have a fleet and an 
army. As for our debts, at the mo- 


ment the British are paying and mean 
to céntinue, but even their capacity to 
y depends on the turn of events in 
urope, and Asia, in the next few 
‘weeks. As for the rest, not only does 
no country on the continent have the 
capacity to pay, but no country bas 
left the smallest idea of eventual pay- 
ment. For them the thing is finished, 
in fact, however much it may be pre- 
served in theoretical statements. Nor 
will any country now in the midst of 
the present storm even consider con- 
senting to a reduction of armanent in 
return for the extension of grace in 
ayment. The truth is that -the 
Curopean house is on fire and that for 
Europe armies are the single known 
fire departments. Our advice and 
even admonition sometimes excite ir- 
ritation, sometimes amusement. But 
since we do not mean to act, our 
declarations will be accepted as liter- 
ary, not important. 
In the next few weeks it is going 


to be decided whether Europe can re- 
cover from the war without a genera! 
collapse and whether France and Great 
Britain can present a firm face to a 
Turkish menace which in reality im- 
perils the whole position of all the 
Christian powers in all Mohammedan 
lands. The two questions will be 
answered at Lausanne and as Brus- 
sels, if not by violence before either 
conference meets or completes its task. 
At both we shall have unofficial ob- 
servers watching our rights, but 
around them will be the official rep- 
resentatives of countries whose lives 
are at stake. 


It is not an exaggeration to say that 


whole continent is on the brink of 
ruin, and it means to save itself: if 
there he salvation discoverable, that is 


the future of France and the in- 
tegrity of the British empire will be 


involved in the issues of the approach-

ing conference. It is not too much to 
say, since both British and French 
statesmen and journalists are saying 
it each day, that only' by a complete 
fusion of Anglo-French purposes can 
the vital interests of either be secured.

Buyers are seeing information as to 
the real prospect and there are some 
who are trying to disabuse their minds 
of attitudes which théy may, or may 
not, have assumed, colored by ideas of 
what they would like rather than what 
they find to be the case. Unques- 
tionably, the prices will be a shock 
when they come, because there ig stil] 
a feeling that there is nothing in the 
situation to warrant the upward trend. ’ 
while at the same time, there is noth- 
ing in the situation to cause it to turn 
downward. The prices at which cer- 
tain classes of worsteds will sell, as a 
result of the situation, are high and it 
is difficult to .see how they can be 
disposed of in the quantities worsteds | 
were disposed of this year, if these 
prices continue, It is for thie reason 
that it is believed woolens will have 
another fling at popularity. 

Sellers of worsteds yesterday, like 
those of last week, were disposed to 
contend that the experience with wool- 
ens of any ordinary type is entirely 
too near at hand te admit of the pub- 
lic going in the direction of waolens 
80 generally as they did. Also, it 
is contended that in the better grade 
cassimeres the advances will be quite 
as marked as in worsteds. There has 
been a decided trend toward quality 
in merchandise of late and it may be 
that this will be the means of encour 
aging consumers to pay the price and 
get the article they want.

Not only is Atlanta famous as a 
city of tall buildings and the center 
of southern architecture, but this 


city has another claim to fame 
through the fact that John Wellborn 
Root, the man who invented the vital 
idea that has made the construction 
of the modern “sky-scraper” practi- 
cable, was the son of a prominent At- 
lanta business man, and was _ him- 
self a citizen of this city for several 
years, 

The famous Equitable building, 
which at the time of its, erection, 
was looked upon a@ one of the con- 
structural marvels of Atlanta, the 
Masonic temple, the Rookery, the 
Woman’s temple and other prominent 
buildings of Chicago, the Mills build- 
ing, of San Francisco, and many of 
the most noted strucfures in the Unit- 
ed States were erected after the de- 
signs of the man who received his 


lanta to Liverpool, England, at the 
beginning of the civil war. 
Life Story Written. 


The story of John Wellborr Root. 
who was a son of Sidney Root, at 
one time one of the most prominent 
merchants of Atlanta, was written 
by Miss Harriet Monroe, who pub- 
lished a handsome volume shortly aft- 
er the death of the great* architect 
in 1893. He died just after his firm, 
of Burnham and _ Root, had been 
commissioned as consulting architects 
for the big Colupbian exposition held 
that year in Chicago. 

The fact that Mr. Root eyolved the 
idea of combining concrete and steel 
in the foundations of modern’ build- 
ings, to take the place of the then 
massive stone and brick foundations, 
and allowing greater space for elec- 
trical plants, héat and plants and 
other accessories, has placed him 
upon the pinnacle of fame among de- 
signers of public buildings in Amer- 
ica. He has been given credit for 
making practicable the present meth- 
od of combining steel and concrete in 
the construction of the immense build- 
ings that have become so essential 
| to the modern commercial and busi- 
ness life of the American people. 
| Winter Construction. 


And the fact that the Root method 
of erecting buildings permitted the 
construction of foundations and the 
erection of each successive floor of 
the buildings by the articulation of 
the steel framing, in winter as well 
/as in summer, also added greatly to 
the importance of his idea and con- 
| tributed more than ever to his fame 
because of the greater rapidity with 
which the tall buildings can now ‘be 
pushed to completion. 

One of the first buildings in which 
Mr. Root psed his idea of combining 
steel bars with concrete:for the pur- 
ms of making a foundation, was the 
[quitable building, in this city, which 
stands at the corner of North Prvor 
and Edgewood. When this building 
was in course of construction much 
discussion was precipitated regarding 
it, many critics professing the firm 
belief that its peculiarly constructed 
foundations .would not endure the 
enormous strain that was placed upon 
it, while others declared the new 
methods of construction were radical- 
ly wrong in prineiple. Croakers,*who 
could not muster the imagination 
necessary to envision: the Atlanta of 
even ten years ago, to say nought 
of the greater Atlanta of today, said 
that the structure was entirely too 
bie—that there would never be de- 
mand for enough office space here to 
fill the eight floors with tenants. 

Time Justifies Construction. 

Time, however, has amply justified 
the construction principles of John 
W. Root, while. the commercial ani 
industrial progress and prosperity of 
Atlanta has.more than exonerated the 
wisdom of the builders of the “Equit- 
able,” or the Trust Cempany of Geor- 
gia building. 

Not only is this building standing 
today as one of the many handsome 
structures of Atlanta’s downtown sec- 
tion, holding its place “like a stone 
wall” among the beautiful buildings- 
that have made this city famous, but 
every available space in. the big edi- 
face taken,. despite the fact that 
more than a score of taller and larger 
buildings are also filled to the guards

Designed Negro Church. 

The first commission given the 
young architect, and the one he ac- 
complished, it was said, with much 


pride, was the designing of a ne-| 


gro Baptist church, which was dom 
at his father’s request for an old 
eolored minister to whom the fam- 
ily was much attached. Sidney Root 
was a wellSxnown friend to the ne- 
gro race, doing much for the colored 
people ‘of Atlanta and the’ state. 

After having flattering . offers 
made him from Chattanooga, Cincin- 
nati and other cities, Root decided 
to go to Chicago, where the big fire 
had almost devastated the big mid- 
western metropolis and where archi- 
tects were at that time scarce.

METROPOLIS OUTLAWS 


Builders, Congress and Crafts 
Reach Agreement in New 
York City. 


Strikes, Jockouts and other stop- 
pages of work in the building trades 
of New York are outlawed “under a 
set of principles adopted by the Build- 
ing Trades Employers’ 
aud the Building des council, ac- 
cording to’ The Financial and Com- 
mercial Chronicle. Th agreement, 
embodying 12 points, vides for the 
arbitration of all differences between 
employers and workers. The peres- 
ent 1 ints are a modification of 
the ori Pnal 14 which the Building 
Trades. Council refused to adhere to 
at the beginnigg of the year, when an 
effort was made to ratify a work and 
wage agreement to replace the one 
that expired on December 31, 1921. 
Since January 1 the building trades 
have been operating without any con- 
tract. The 12 points are to form 
merely a general basis for peace in 
the construction trades, while* each 
eraft union ig to negotiate separately 
a work and wage agreement with the 
several employers’ associations, The 
principles are: 


1. There shail be no strikes or lockouts 
or stoppage of work, neither shall members

‘trade unions shall provide that all disputes 
arising in the,trades shall be settled by 
trade rds of arbitration, with an umpire, 
if necessary, and the decisions of trade 
pearms and umpires shall be final and bind- 
ng. 

2. There shall be no agreement providing 
for discrimination against building materials 
raw or manufactured. 

3. The amount of work a man may per- 
form shall “not be restricted by a union 
or by the representatives, officers or mem- 
bers of a union, and the use of machinery, 
tools, appliances or methods shall not be 
restricted or interfered with. 

4. The employer shall be at liberty to 
employ and discharge whomsoever he sees fit 
and the members of the unions shall be at 
liberty to work for whomsadever they shall 
see fit. 

5. The foreman shall be the agent of 
the employer and shall not be tried for 
any of his acts as foreman without due 
notice of the trial, accompanied by a writ~- 
ten statement of the charges against him, 
being given te the joint trade board. 

6. The trade associations and unions shall 
jointly maintain a system which will pro- 
vide an adequate force of skilled .mechanics. 
The apprenticeship plan of the New York 
Building congress is endorsed. 

. The members of the unions sball not 
refuse to work with men who are not mem- 
bers of their organizations when the unions 
have failed to supply a sufficient number 
of mechanics. 

8. Overtime shall not be worked, except 
when unavoidable. 

9. There shall be no provision in any 
trade agreement having for its object the 
colléction of dedts. 

10. There shall be no provision in any 
trade agreement which will prevent the do- 
ing of ‘cutting by the trade which installs 
the work for which the cutting is done. 

11. Unskilled work, as defined in the 
trade agreements, may be performed by 
laborers or helpers, The. work that has 
been heretofore recognized to be ih the 
possession of a trade shall not be submitted 
to arbitration, unless sion is clatlmed 
by a party or parties to a juridiction of 
trade difpute. + 

2. All trade agreements shall provide 
that disputes between trades and disputes 
relative to questions of jurisdiction of trade 
shall be adjusted Im accerdance with the 
methods set forth in the. joint arbitration 
plan of the New York Building Trades as
